Doubt Now Arises Over 
Differences In Spanish 
War 


GENOA, Italy, May 14—Doubt 
that Italian and French differ- 
ences over Spain could be recon- 
ciled was coupled by Premier 
Mussolini today with a warning 
that if the “so-called great dem- 
ocrcaies really are preparing for 
a doctrinal war” Italy and Ger- 
many will “march together to the 
end.” 

In a speech before 300,000 cheer- 
ing followers, the premier hailed 
the Anglo-Italian pact as recog- 
nition of the “majesty of Fascist 
Italy,” but said he was not certain 
a similar accord could be conclud- 
ed with France “because in the 
Spanish war we are on the other 
side of the barricades.”

MOSCOW, May 14.—Whoever 
fights Soviet Russia in the next 
| war must defend herself against 
“an army marching on the 
clouds.” 
| That is the apt description given 
to the Soviet air infantry, specially 
| trained troops who can drop by 
parachute behind the enemy lines 
| complete with machine-guns, light 
artillery, and even light tanks 
slung in sections from the under- 
| carriages of giant planes. 

TURNS SCIENCE 
Russia, once dependent upon her 
inexhaustible manpower in war- 
fare, has turned to science to help 
her fight battles. The parachute 
infantry are the most striking de- 
| velopment in military tactics since 
the Great War, many experts be- 
lieve 

The Soviet Union discourages 
curiosity about her armed forces, 
but it is believed she has at least 
2,500 men in her parachute shock 
corps, and probably many more 
in training. 

For use of the parachute troops, 
a favorable terrain is selected, 
then, as hundreds of planes appear, 
the air is crowded with armed 
parachute troops before the enemy 
can organize. In a recent test, 1.200 
men were dropped in this fashion, 
Those troopers wear special clothe 
ing and equipment. carrying light 
machine-guns or quick-firing rifles. 
Sections of tanks are floated to 
earth by parachute. 


BATTLE POSITION 

Once on the ground, the men 
quickly assemble their equipment 
and take up battle positions. Soon 
come huge transport planes, carry- 
ing as many as 6,000 men, which 
land behind the protection of the 
parachute infantrymen and disem-

the tax on income derived from sources 
outside the province and not actually used 
in the province.

The income tax is the fairest of all 
taxes.

One such way is to impose the tax 
where no service is given in return. 

Those Canadian millionaires who make 
their winter homes in the Bahamas owe 
income taxes to Canada, not to the Ba- 
hamas. The same rule ought to apply be- 
tween provinces.

A parallel case would be that Premier 
Duplessis of Quebec should announce his 
intention to assist and direct the nomina- 
tion and candidature of Action Nationale 
candidates in the constituencies of Ontario 
at a general provincial election. Ontario 
voters, it can be stated with confidence, 
would resent this as an intrusion, and ex- 
press their resentment by defeating his 
nominees, Saskatchewan voters, if they 
feel that way, will have the same means to 
register their reaction. 

Albertans will not view the invasion 
solely from the standpoint of their individ- 
ual opinions of Social Credit. There is to 
be regarded also the broader question of 
whether it is desirable for a political party 
in one province to organize a crusade into 
another province, or even permissable to 
do so. For while the invaders will go into 
Saskatchewan on invitation of Social 
Credit groups there, it is the Alberta con- 


tingent that is counted on to do the heavy , 


fighting. Franco invited the Italian troops 
to Spain, but they took charge and stole 
the show. 

Should the adventure succeed in any 
Substantial measure, provincial elections 
in Canada will not be strictly provincial in 
future. It will in that event no longer be 
assumed to be the exclusive business of 
the people of a province what issues are 
introduced in a campaign, what candidates 
are put in nomination, and who directs and 
does their campaigning for them. Pro- 
vincial autonomy in local politics has hith- 
erto been generally recognized and jeal- 
ously defended.

Our Next Crop of Timber 


From an Address by Hon. T. A. Crerar 

The provinces, as owners of the land, have 
the primary interest in the second growth stands 
that are at present non-commercial. The greater 
part of the accessible merchantable timber con- 
stituting the present crop is in the hands of in- 
dustry under license or lease. Many of these 
holdings, however, have not been granted or 
acquired on any co-ordinated plan. Conditions 
of tenure are such as to confine the operators’ 
interest largely to the asatanding timber The 
provinces are now faced with the problem of ad- 
justing holdings to give assurance of raw mater- 
jal supplies to existing industries. So far as mer- 


ch ble timber holdings are concerned the 
provincial authorities, having made necessary 
adjustments for the benefit of industry, may 


well demand of industry that its cutting prac- 
tices be adjusted to conform with proper forestry 
principles looking to the establishment of a 
second crop 

I would like to say a few words here regard- 
ing tree planting from the standpoint of provid- 
ing for our next crop. In the minds of a great 
many people, tree planting and forestry are the 
same thing. The impression is wrong, asd needs 
to be corrected. Within the provincial boundar- 
ies there are young growth areas such as I have 
been talking about which cover over 250 million 
acres. These young stands if protected and given 
forestry treatment will provide much cheaper 
wood in a shorter space of time than can be 
hoped for through dependence on tree planting. 
It is true that in some places artificial reforest- 
ation by planting is necessary and desirable, such 
as on highly productive, idle forest lands, sit- 
uated near mills, or blown over sand areas. Such, 
however, are special cases. The principal point 
is that every year we lose through preventable 
forest fires, over 475 thousand acres of our young 
growth that has already attained, on the aver- 
age of 25 years, and over 400 thousand acres of 
cut-over lands on which there still remain resi- 
dual stands of smal! size timber. 

To talk of the advisability of initiating large 
scale tree planting operations as the answer to 
our forestry problems, while wasting these

If one hundred patients are asked what condi- 
tion they would like to get rid of first, a large 
percentage of them will answer that they would 
be satisfied if they could only be cured of their 
pain. In other words, they seek professional aid 
because some part is hurting. 

Another common symptom which sends 
patients to physicians is excessive gas. Usually 
the patients worry along with this trouble by 
themselves for a long time, using first one home 
remedy and then another, and then finally they 
begin to think it would be a good idea to look 
for more lasting relief and so they decide to ask 
for advice. 

Others are led to go to the doctors’ offices 
chiefly because of fear. The greatest fears are 
those of cancer, of heart trouble, and of tubercu- 
losis, although a goodly number are also afraid 
of Bright's Disease. When the patient develops 
some symptom which seems to him to be indi- 
cating he is on the way to developing the disease 
he fears, then he will look for help. ‘ 

As a general rule, the public as a whole is 
not well sold on the idea of prevention. The 
person who has what he considers average good 
health is therefore extremely unlikely to be ex- 
amined or to undertake medical treatment as 
long as he thinks there is nothing wrong. This 
attitude is all right as far as it goes but it over- 
looks the fact that many of the more serious 
diseases have a comparatively long period of 
development and do not provide any warning 
signals during the early stages while damage is 
still slight. Routine examinations are especially 
advisable for those past the age of 40, regardless 
of whether they think they are in perfect health 
or have developed symptoms which indicate that 
all is not well. 

Paradoxically, the adult who will not check 
his own health will very often see to it that the 
health and development of the infant or young 
child in the family is checked at intervals, and 
this in spite of the fact that the infant or child 
mey appear to be coming along in normal 
fashion. 

A new book by Meakins on the “Practice of 
Medicine,” has an interesting chapter on symp- 
toms and reports that an analysis of the symp- 
toms of one thousand patients showed that about 
half of this large number complained chiefly of 
the following six symptoms: Pain, weakness, 
loss of weight, fatigue, shortness of breath, and 
fever. Evidently, those were the popular six. 
I find that about the same average holds good 
among my own patients and if we are looking 
for any answer as to what sends patients to doc- 
tors, we seem to have most of the answers in that 
short list. 

Other symptoms occurring with frequency 
were: Vomiting, constipation, poor appetite, ex- 
cessive gas, nervousness and cough.

ANSWER: Wheat germ is being used as a 
means of promoting appetite and digestion, as it 
is considered uable because it is an excellent 
source of vitamin Bl. Many studies have been 
made concerning its use, but far as I am 
aware, none of these indicate the slightest pos- 
sibility produce rheumatism or can- 
cer.

ANSWER: When these worms are present in 
only small numbers, they may usually be ban- 
ished by using a small plain water enema daily 
for a period of 1 to 2 weeks. When present in 
large numbers, treatment becomes very much 
more complicated. Inasmuch as you have tried 
a home treatment without success, I suggest the 
best plan is to consult your doctor about the case. 
He will probably recommend injections using 
bichloride of mereury or some other substance, 
and also the use of various remedies to be given 
by mouth. When large numbers are present, it 
is exceedingly difficult to dislodge them. The 


reason for this is that the parasites are present in 
the cecum, appendix and even the small intes- 
tine, whereas the enemas clean out only the 
lower part of the colon.

in some of its competing countries, although, in 
the field of wood utilization our laboratories are 
doing good work and are giving a lead to in- 
dustry. 

Our industrial plants lie for the most part in 
the southerly and more settled parts of the coun- 
try. Comparatively near at hand are extensive 
areas of cut-over or burned over land bearing 
second growth timber, the result, not of our care, 
but of climatic conditions particularly favorable 
for tree growth. The accessibility of these areas 
increases their economic importance, and high 
quality timber can be produced on them as 
growing conditions are better than in the more 
northern regions. 

From the standpoint of future supplies our 
chief concern is that the composition of these 
young forests is changing. Species of high value 
are being reploced by inferior kinds. Produc- 
tion of future supplies under management will 
call for the treatment of these young stands 60 
that they will produce materials of the highest 
value.

The filament of the lamp does not

loss of heat (and hence light), is

So, the intensity of the light 
reaches a maximum when the al- 
terration reaches its peak; then 
diminishes as the alternation ap- 
| proaches a zero value. But, before 
| the lamp filament becomes dark,

LONDON, May 14.— Konrad 
Henlein, leader of Czechosloy- 
akia’s minority of 3,500,000 Ger- 
mans, aired his grievances Friday 
before recognized British oppon- 
ents of Germany’s eastward thrust. 

He lunched with Winston Church- 
fill, former cabinet minister and 
Conservative critic of the Britis’ 
government, and Sir Archibald Sin- 
clair, leader of the Liberal opposi- 
tion in the House of Commons. He 
conferred with Harold Nicolson, 
National Labor, and six other mem- 
bers of parliament and last night he! 
visited Sir Robert Vansittart, prin- 
cipal diplomatic adviser of the gov- 
ernment,
